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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 07/25/2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new 
matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall introduce new matter into the 
disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as 
follows: Added steps a-b, f-g and i-j of claim 22. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Limitations of steps a-b, f-g and i-j of claim 
22. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any 
new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this 
title. 
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Claims 17-20 and 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

With respect to claims 17-20 and 22-27, the methods of determining a drilling location on a wing 
skin do not produce any tangible results. The practical application of the claimed invention cannot be 
realized until the information determined is conveyed to the user. For the result (determined drilling 
position) to be tangible, it would need to output to a user, displayed to a user, stored for later use, or used 
in any tangible manner. Hence, the claims are treated as nonstatutory functional descriptive material (See 
MPEP Sec. 2106 and http://www.uspto.qov/web/offices/com/sol/oq/20Q5/week47/patqupa.htm) . 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's new amendment combined with arguments filed 07/25/2006, with respect to the 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections have 
been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made. See 
rejections above. 

With respect to Applicant's traverse on Examiner's objections on abstract, arrangement of the 
specification and the drawings as not complying with Article 27 of the PCT. 

Examiner agrees with Applicant's objection. However, Examiner's position is that the objections 
were merely to place the application in US format for printing should the application be allowed.
